By the official difpatches received yefter- 
day from the Britifh minifter, at the court 
of Lifbon, we learn, that the Portuguefe 
have joined the league againft France. 

The fame accounts mention, that every 
hope of the queen’s convalefcence was at an 
end; and that a place was preparing for her 
reception, where fhe isto be confined for 
life. 

Auguft 21. On Friday night a council was 
held at the fecretary of ftate’s office, White- 
hall, whch fat three hours, and at twelve o’- 
clock, a fpecial meffenger was difpatched 
with freh inftruction, from adminiftration 
to Earl Gower at Paris. 

It is now pretty certain that the refult of 
the council on Friday night was to take no 
part in the national difputes of France, un- 
lefs it was refolved by the legiflature in that 
kingdom to take away the life of the king 
of France; in which cafe, ıt is underftood 
that both Holland and England would be 
ready to declare againft the revolution. 

The following is faid to be the diftribu-

the cantona in Swirzedand, the number cf deaths a- 
mosg mailers double that of the wives. 

But, in a flate.of marriage, the wives live much 
longer than the hafbands. At Breflaw, in the courfe 
of cight years, 1891 married men died, and only 
1196 married women. - By an exact account taken in 
Pomerania, it appears, that in the courfe of nine 
years 135559 married men died, and only 10,007 
married women, In Scotland it is calculated that, in 
thirty one marriages, twenty of the men will die as 
foon as twelve of the women, and in that proportion.

fore the time is expired, for which they thall engage. 
No wages willbe allowed curing the time they may be 
unable to work through ficknels, nor any for Sun- 
days.

Any perfon who will engage to procure a company

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IMPROVEMENT in thd FISHERIES, 
Tn a letter to Sir Fofeph Banks, Prefident of 

the royal fociety, and read lately in the Society, 

Sir, w 

Ever defirous to contribute what lies in 
my powet to the perfection of thofe plans 
in which the fociety are Jaudably employed, 
I beg leave to communicate a difcovery late- 
ly made in. America, and which I have no 
doubt will prove of infinite fervice in this 
country, if not refifted by this bugbear 
dread of innovation, which threatens to 
pore all improvement dead and unprogef- 
ive, 

In an American paper which lately came 
into my hands, I found the following para- 
graph. 

Newhampfhire, Keene, March 22. 

“ Angular faét.—We hear from En- 
field, in the upper part of this county, that 
as two men were croffing a pond in purfuit 
of a moofe, one of them being thirfty, and 
perceiving a hole cut through the ice by fome 
fifhermen, he ftooped down to drink, but 
being poffeffed of along red nofe, a fih 
{uppofed he had fome bait, and made bold 
to {nap at it, when the man fuddenly throw- 
ing his head.back, drew out a trout, which 
weighed three pounds four ounces,” 

Since the difcovery of the circulation of 
the blood, there has not beena difcovery e- 
qual to this--nothing which will tend more to 
facilitate fifhery fo cheap. ‘Immediately on 
reading this account, T went to the Newyork 
coffee houfe, fituated in the ward of Corn- 
hill, and parifh of St. Michael’s and eea iied 
if any gentleman had very jately arrived 
from America. $ found feveral who con- 
firmed this faét, by producing other newf- 
papers, into which it had been copied, 
The evidence was now compleat, and I im- 
mediately fat down to improve upon this 

difcovery. The refule of my refletions I 
beg leave to communicate to the fociety by 
your means. 

The leading ta‘ here eflablifhed is, “tha 
red nofes area good and fufficient bait for 
trout.” I will not Rop here to differt on the 
moofe hunting, which probably is a diverfion 
peculiar to “Enfield, in the province of 
Newhampfhire, as hunting the fteeple is in 
fome provinces in England, net to fpeak of 
chafing butterflies and Emperors of. Moroc- 
co—but I will proceed to obferve upon the 
fact itfelf that if due encouragement is giv- 
en to the breed of red nofes, catching trout 
will foon be as eafy as taking of {nuff. To 
afcertain the fact, however, by experiment, 
which, now and then, is a pretty certain 
way of proving facts, I went down to my 
country featin Surry, where I have an ex- 
cellent fifh pond. On my arrival, May the 
6th 3 o’clock, pot merid. I immediately 
called my fervants and tenants together, that 
I might find a proper perfon, that is, a pet- 
fon with a proper nofe, long and red, as 
defciibed in theaccount ; with fome difficulty 
I difcovered a nofe of the proper dimenfions, 
namely three inches and an half long, and 
at the broadelt part, one inch and three quar- 
ters, A better nofe could not be conceived | 
as to length, but it wanted rednefs. I was 
{urprifed at this, becaufethe fellow who owned 
the nofe had often been brought before me, 
as a juftice of peace, for getting drunk and 
romping with the maids. My fervant, how- 
ever,whifpered me, “Your honor will pleafe } 
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to remember that you took away the fpirit 
licence from the public houfe Jaft year,” — 
This accounted for thematrerat once] rook 
the fellow into my houfe,and fending to town 
fora fix gallon cafk of true Britith {pirics; I 
pretended to make this fellow keeper of it; 
the {cheme anfwered, for in lefs than a month 
I had reafon to think his nofea fuficient 
temptation to any trout in the kingdom. I 
then took him to the pond.and ‘inftructed 


him how to proceed. He Jay an hour with 


his nofe about half an inch in the water, 
but nothing came—I encouraged him; how. 
ever, to perfevere and, to my utter joy, a 
trout of the precife weight, defcribed in the 
printed account, in an unguarded manner, 
feduced by acrimfon concupifcence, made 
a bite at the fellow’s nofe, who throwing 
his head back as I taught him produced’ the 
fifh. The fat was now fo plain, that I 
made him repeat the experiment, and it was 
always attended with equal fuccefs, 

Permit me now, fir, to obferve ; - 

Firft, That the expences of fithing tack. 
le, boats, nets, &c. &c. which bears very 
ry hard on the poor may hereby be faved. 
Men who have not nets, come into the world 
with nofes, and that which formerly ferved 
to fmell a rac may now bait a trour, 

Secondly, The breed of long red nofes, 
may be more eafily cultivated in this coun- 
try than in any other; for two reafons, 
namely for the innate love of gin, and for 
the eafe and facilicy with which the govern- 
ment ofthis country have contrived that gin 
fhould be procured, by every 6th or 7th 
houfe being a public houfe, 

This learned fociety cannot but have heard 
of a mode of catching trout by tickling 

The prefent mode, however, is far 
fuperior becaufe only oneminute’s inftruction 
is neceflary, and becaufe the materials are 
always ready, for barring accidents, I be. 
lieve that every man carries his nofe before 
him. I hope that what our immortal Bard 
has faid of a good nofe will foon be realized 
of a redone, 

“ A good nofe 1s requifite alfo, to {mell 
out work for the other fenfes ;” yer I muft 
confefs tkat Shakefpeare, with all his genius, 
fpeaks fometimes of red nofes in terms not 
very refpectful. 

Lam aware that the prefent ftate of the 
laws refpecting fifherics may be offered as an 
objection to my plan, For if every man, 
who has a red nofe is allowed to catch fith, 
property in rivers 8c. will be deftroyed. 
This objection is plaufible, it is difficult to 
word an aét of parliament, fo as to attach to 
the nofe, though fometimes jmay be applied 
with eafe, to other places. But I think thag 
the exifting laws will be quite fuffictent, and 
and every man witha red nofe, be obliged 
to take out a licence, or give fecurity for his 
good behavior in ponds, &£c, 

In a moral light this {cheme wilk not be 
without its ufes. In the prefent irritable 
ftate of the nofe, how much duelling and 
bloadfhed does it occafion ? But when the 
nole is made fubfervient to the teeth, when 
biting becomes a bufinefs, when noftrils be- 
come nets, and rednefs afford temptation to 
fifh, the true dignity of the nofe will be re- 
ftored~-it will then have found a ufe, of 
which the world fince its creation has been 
ignorant. f 

I have only toadd, fir, that Iam not fa 
fanguine in this fcheme as to infinuate the 
lealt probability of its beins extended to the 
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_ catching of flurgeon or falmou ; thefe large fih muft 
come the old way, for I am of opinion, though with 
due deference to this learned fociety, that a {core of 
long red nofes, with * the great hfherman,” Cur- 

ti, at their head, and Jamy Botwell’s fong is, their 
teesh would nog be fufficient to move any thing s ve- 
ry like a whale |”

Augufl 18. M, Cacot read a letter from Maubege 
from which it appeared that the foldiers approved. 
' of the proceedings of the aflemby, and that they 
had refifted the attempts made by Dillon, Lameth, 
and La Noue, to excite thèm to oppefe the aflembly. 
To the infinuation of thofe generals they replied, 
& that their true point of rallying was, and always 
- would be, the national allembly, and that they con. 
fider Louis XVI. as a perjured wretch and a traitor |” 
mtt M, Lamethin in vain attempted,” faid the writer 
of the letter, “ to gain over a few regiments. In 
vain did he tell them that 15300 Auffrians were read- 
v to fall upon them, The troops flew to arms, and 
ordered their mufic to play Caira / 

Augun 19. Thé allembly were occupied for almoft 
two hours in reading letters and addreffes,all approving 
of the decree for fufpending the king. 

The department of Gard informed the aflembly, 
that they had caufed the refra&ory priefts to be ex- 
ported, and that they confidered this meafure as 
tending very wuch to preferve public tranquility, 

The aflembly then ordered the committee of 
legifl.tion to prepare the plan of a tecree for tran{por- 
ting all the refractory prieits out of the kingdom. 

Some private letters from Marfhal Luckner were 
read, which announced that he had again taken the 
oath of fidelity, and profefled his attachment to the 
public caufo. In a paragraph of one of thefe letters 
the Marfhal expreffed himfelf thus : 

“Though the executive power be fufpended, I 
hope I fhall not be ordered to retire, Had I not 
heen ordered to withdraw from Courtray, I would 
in a little time, have reftored liberty to the Bel- 


gians.” 
La FAYETTE ACCUSED. 

Some foldiers of the army of M La Fayette being 
admitted to the bar, informed the aflembly, that they 
were obliged to muke their efcape through a wood 
so avoid being feduced by their chiefs, and that they 
had come to Paris to earn the truth refpecting the c- 
ventsuf the roth. They faid, that M, Veneur had 
written to the battalions, in the name of M, La Fay- 
etre, to the following purpofe 

c Soldiers! your contticution has been annihilated | 
Sediticus men have filled the mea(ures oftheir crimes. 
They have caufed the [wif foldiers, and the com 
mandant of the national guards ta be aflaffinated, 
With (words in their hands they have compelled the 
legiflative body, to decree the fufpenfion of the king. 
Suldiers choofe between the king and Petion.” 

They added that M. La Fayette wifhed them to 
fizn a payer written in the fame ftrain, and requeft- 
ed that the alı mbiy would prevent the pe:fidius de 
fizn of this general. 

M, Merlin prefented 50 d.ffzrent pieces to fupport 
this accufation. 

Two private letters, andin particular one from the 
commiffi ners fent to the army, being adduced to 
corroborate thefe chargés, the aflembly immediately 
pafled the following 

Decree of accufation againfi M., La Fayette, 

I. It appears to the aflembly that there is jaft 
ground for accufatios againt M. La Fayette, here- 
tofore cémmander of the army of the north. 

If. The executive power fhall in the moft expedi- 
tious manner poftible, put the prefent decree into ex- 
ecution ; and all conftituent autho ities, all citizens, 

„and all foldiers are hereby enjoined, by every means 
in their power, to fecure his perfon. 

IL. ‘UVheaflembly forbids the army of the north a- 
ny longer to acknowedye him as pencralor to obzy his 
curders ; and ftridtly erjoin tnat no perlon whatfoever 
‘(hil furnifh any thing for the trooos, or pay aw, 
go mey tor teir ufe, but by the orders M, Dumouri:

No french mail arrived here yefterday ; and fuch 
has bzen the limited and partial intelligence derived 
through the Jacobine pacers fince the fatal tenth of 
this month, that no rational judgment can be formed 
of the real ftate of the royal fami'y, to their adher- 
ence in general, or even of the national aflembly it- 
felf, and public at large, private corefpondence is in 
a manner wholly cut off: as itis notorious, that all 
letters are now opened at the Paris poft-:.ffice of which 
the Jacobin overfeers have either well founded or im- 
aginary fufpicion. It cannot be expected, therefore 
that the ufual courefpondents in Paris wil) venture,un- 
der the certainty of immediate death if difcovered, to 
write ¢ither with freedom, truth or impartiality. 

The letters from Paris brought by the lait mail, 
mention that every thing in that city isin a ftate of 
the greateft confufion ; that every hour perfons of ref- 
pectability are airefted, and that no one thinks him- 
felf fafe; and that all that can get away are doing 
it as faf as pcffible. 

Several departments refufe to acknowledge the pref. 
ent povernment ; but the affembly will not fuffer fuch 
intelligence to tranfpire. 

There are 130 perfons in prifon for the bufinefs of 
the tenth; there is a very great probability that they 
wiil allbe put todeath, as no doubt’ they will all be 
found guilty. of fidelity tothe king. The executions

The Duke of Brunfwick, itis generally credited, 
marched on Thurfday from Luxembu:gh (the word 
of command was given by the king of Pruffia) on his 
way to Paris; the diftance by land from thence being 
about 210 miles; it was conjectured ‘that the Duke 
would tranfport his armiy by the river Mofelle, and 
reach Paris on the sth of September. 
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PHILADELPHIA, Offober 10 

Capt. Macpherfon, of the fhip Patey Rutlege, 
artived here on Sunday laft from Ottend, which place 
ne left on the 26th of Auguft, informs, that two 
days before he failed, letters were received by the 
magiftrates of the city, informing, that M. La Fay 
ette and a namber of his officers were taken by fome 
peafants within {ome of the Auftrian lines, and that 
he was conveyed and fecurely confined in the caftle 
of Antwerp, about 10 leagues from Oftend. 

Reports in Ofterd relative to this affair were vari- 
ous befote he failed. 

Some faid he was on a reconnoitering party with a 
few of his officers, and was furprifed and taken by a- 
bo. t double the number of peafants. 

Another report is, that he wasin difguife and en- 
deavoring to make his way through the country to- 
wards fome fea port town to take fhipping for Amer- 
ica. That he was difcovered by fome of the inhabit- 
ants, feized and delivered into the hands of govern- 
ment, 

He requefted, itis alfo faid, to be removed from 
the fcene of action on the frontiers, and chofe Ant- 
werp for the place cf his confinement, 

The account of his being taken and a€tually confi- 
ned, was communicated to Capt. Macpheifon: by the 
merchant to whom he was confizned, who had feen 
the letters received by the magiltrates, 

There can therefore be but little doubt of the re- 
ality of the fact. What led to his being taken is not 
fo evident. 

That a general officer fhould venture into an ene- 
my’s country with fo little caution as to be captured 
by peafants is not very probable; that M. La Fay- 
ctie fhould defert the caufe at the moment it moft 
needed his fupport, is more incredible. 

Information received in town from Bourdeaux, via 
Newyo:k, may affitt in unraveling the myftery. A 
vefisi arrived in Newyork from Bovurdeaux, which 
place fhe left on the laft day of Auguft, informs, that 
a decree of accufation againft M. La Fayette had re- 
ceived the fanction of a majo.ity of the national aflem-

to efcape their fury. . 

The breach of the conftitution by the Jacobing 
would not have been fuificient to have led him toa. 
bandon bis country ; but the command being taken 
from him by the ruling party, put it out of his power 
to be any longer ferviceable, efpecially as his arreft 
was decreed, which might be followed by a fummary 
trial, condemnation and perhaps death. 

An attempt to fly to this country as an afylum, 
would Be extremely natural in fuch circumftances, 
and not unworthy of himfelf. 

He will be treated with humanity by the defpots in 
whofe hands he has fallen :—not to if the emigrants 
had bim in their power, His efforts in favor of the 
king, whofe life he has faved more than once, will 
plead powerful in his beka'f; butit is much to be ren 
Brerted, that if it was his plan to fly to this country, 
he fhould have been unfuccefsful : here he might 
have enjoyed the fweets of that liberty, in the caufe 
of which he has been fo ative, and we fhould have 
had an opportunity of teftifying our admiration for 
his character and gratitude for his fet vices. 

Capt. Macpherfon alfo informs, that before he 
came away feveral of the officers of the northern are 
my had arrived ar Offend, and among others, Count 
Lilion. They were probably impelled to emigrate in 
difguft at the proceedings of the Jacobins, 

Phe Duke of Brunfwick had taken poffeflion of fey. 
eral French towns, without meeting with oppofition. 
_ The laf accounts from Paris defcribed the city as 
in a ftate of more tranquility fince the depofition of 
the king. 

The decree of accufation againft La Fayette and 
his capture, added to the depofition of the king, have 
made a change in the fituation of affairs in France, 
The caule of the conftitution expires ; but that of 
liberty and republicanifm are ftill to be fupported, 

It remains to be feen whether a m jority of French 
citizens will fupport the proceedings cf the Jacobins 
at Paris: it remains to be determined whether the 
royalifts, ariftocrats and conftitutionalitts, will not be 
more numerons than republicans. 1f the republicans 
can maintain a decided fuperiority within, the caufe 
of liberty and equality may ftill prevail—this muft 
fill be the with of every friend tolthe rights of man, 
It is better that France fhould feel for a few years the 
evils of anarchy, than again to experience the horrors 
of defpotifm. The French, the great body of the 
French nation, have feen the dawn of liberty, they 
can never bend to the yoke of tyranry. 

We learn from Woodbury, (Conneicut) that on
